2002, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2
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Sec. 303. Comprehensive interagency strategy for long-term security and sta-
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SEC. 2. FINDINGS. 1

Congress makes the following findings: 2

(1) Nearly six years after the liberation of Af-3

ghanistan from the Taliban, who provided Osama 4

Bin-Laden and Al-Qaeda with a safe haven for plan-5

ning the attacks of September 11, 2001, Afghani-6

stan remains highly unstable and the Government of 7

President Hamid Karzai remains subject to attacks 8

from remnants of the Taliban who have regrouped 9

along with other insurgent groups, including some 10

foreign fighters associated with Al-Qaeda. 11

(2) The Government of Afghanistan supports 12

the continued deployment of international forces to 13

supplement its own nascent national security forces, 14

and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 15

(NATO), which took over international stability op-16

erations for the entire country on October 5, 2006, 17

must show continued commitment to these oper-18
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ations in order to assist Afghanistan in defeating the 1

growing insurgency in rural areas of Afghanistan. 2

(3) The current United States counter-narcotics 3

strategy for Afghanistan has not produced signifi-4

cant results, in part due to a failure to seek out and 5

capture high-level warlords and kingpins who control 6

the flow of illicit narcotics and because sufficient 7

sustainable alternatives have not been provided to 8

Afghan farmers who suffer from a lack of access to 9

microfinance facilities, financial services, and land 10

rights and whose crops are subject to eradication. 11

(4) In some cases, the misaligned eradication 12

policy endorsed by the United States Government 13

has led adversely-affected Afghan farmers and vil-14

lagers to support insurgent groups, including the 15

Taliban. 16

(5) The violence and instability in Afghanistan 17

is further exacerbated by the flourishing trade in 18

opium and opium-related crops, which has reached 19

record levels and which fuel local militias, corrupts 20

the national and local governments, and provides 21

funding for insurgent and terrorist groups. 22

(6) The United States and the international 23

community must continue to support Afghanistan 24

both through increased support for its national and 25
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local police forces, the Afghan National Army, and 1

Afghan counter-narcotics operations. 2

(7) The United States and the international 3

community must also continue to support the growth 4

of the Afghan economy through foreign assistance 5

and other means because Afghanistan remains one 6

of the poorest countries in the world and economic 7

growth is impeded by the lingering remnants of 25 8

years of civil war and occupation and the ongoing in-9

stability since December 2001, including the growing 10

illicit drug economy. 11

(8) The United States and the international 12

community must also continue to show a long-term 13

commitment to support the promotion of democracy 14

and the protection of human rights in Afghanistan, 15

including increased assistance for the rule of law, 16

freedom of the press, freedom of association, free-17

dom of religion, and other measures of good govern-18

ance. 19

(9) From January 31 to February 1, 2006, the 20

Government of Afghanistan and the international 21

community issued the Afghanistan Compact, which 22

sets forth both the international community’s com-23

mitment to Afghanistan and Afghanistan’s commit-24
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ment to state-building and reform over the next five 1

years. 2

(10) The Afghanistan Compact, which is sup-3

ported by the Afghan National Development Strat-4

egy, provides the core framework for building an ef-5

fective, accountable state in Afghanistan, with goals 6

and standards set forth in the Afghanistan Compact 7

for improvements in security, governance, and devel-8

opment, including measures for reducing the nar-9

cotics economy, promoting regional cooperation, and 10

making aid more effective, particularly at the local 11

and provincial levels. The Afghanistan Compact also 12

established a mechanism to monitor Afghanistan 13

and the international community’s adherence to the 14

timelines, goals, and objectives set forth in the docu-15

ment. 16

(11) The security of Afghanistan is closely 17

intertwined with those of its regional neighbors and 18

success in Afghanistan, both economic and political, 19

will be dependent on security and stability in the re-20

gion. 21

(12) The recent closure of four refugee camps 22

in Pakistan and the deportation of Afghans from 23

Iran have resulted in over 200,000 Afghan refugees 24
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repatriating to Afghanistan who will require urgent 1

humanitarian services. 2

SEC. 3. DEFINITION. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—In this Act, except as otherwise 4

provided, the term ‘‘appropriate congressional commit-5

tees’’ means the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the 6

House of Representatives and the Committee on Foreign 7

Relations of the Senate. 8

(b) AMENDMENT.—Subsection (c) of section 1 of the 9

Afghanistan Freedom Support Act of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 10

7501 note) is amended to read as follows: 11

‘‘(c) DEFINITIONS.—In this Act: 12

‘‘(1) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT-13

TEES.—Except as otherwise provided, the term ‘ap-14

propriate congressional committees’ means— 15

‘‘(A) the Committee on Foreign Affairs 16

and the Committee on Appropriations of the 17

House of Representatives; and 18

‘‘(B) the Committee on Foreign Relations 19

and the Committee on Appropriations of the 20

Senate. 21

‘‘(2) GOVERNMENT OF AFGHANISTAN.—The 22

term ‘Government of Afghanistan’ includes— 23

‘‘(A) the government of any political sub-24

division of Afghanistan; and 25
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‘‘(B) any agency or instrumentality of the 1

Government of Afghanistan. 2

‘‘(3) INTERNATIONAL SECURITY ASSISTANCE 3

FORCE OR ISAF.—The term ‘International Security 4

Assistance Force’ or ‘ISAF’ means the international 5

security assistance force established to assist in the 6

maintenance of security in Afghanistan pursuant to 7

United Nations Security Council Resolution 1386 8

(2001), as amended by United Nations Security 9

Council Resolutions 1413 (2002), 1444 (2002), 10

1510 (2003), 1563 (2004), 1623 (2005), and 1707 11

(2006).’’. 12

TITLE I—ECONOMIC AND DEMO-13

CRATIC DEVELOPMENT AS-14

SISTANCE FOR AFGHANISTAN 15

SEC. 101. DECLARATION OF POLICY. 16

Section 101 of the Afghanistan Freedom Support Act 17

of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 7511) is amended by striking para-18

graphs (4), (5), and (6) and inserting the following new 19

paragraphs: 20

‘‘(4) While the election of a President and the 21

establishment of a National Parliament for Afghani-22

stan concluded the process begun in December 5, 23

2001, in Bonn, Germany, the United States needs to 24

continue to work with the Government of Afghani-25
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stan and other friendly countries to ensure that Af-1

ghanistan’s neighboring countries and other coun-2

tries in the region do not threaten or interfere in one 3

another’s sovereignty, territorial integrity, or polit-4

ical independence, including supporting diplomatic 5

initiatives to support this goal for the establishment 6

of an independent and neutral Afghanistan. 7

‘‘(5) The United States must continue to dem-8

onstrate a long-term commitment to the people of 9

Afghanistan by sustained assistance and the contin-10

ued deployment of United States troops in Afghani-11

stan with the support of the Government of Afghani-12

stan as Afghanistan continues on its path toward a 13

broad-based, multi-ethnic, gender-sensitive, and fully 14

representative government in Afghanistan. 15

‘‘(6) To foster stability and democratization 16

and to effectively eliminate the causes of terrorism, 17

the United States and the international community 18

should also support efforts that advance the develop-19

ment of democratic civil authorities and institutions 20

in Afghanistan’s neighboring countries and through-21

out the Central Asia and South Asia regions. 22

‘‘(7) While rampant corruption has impeded de-23

velopment and economic growth in Afghanistan and 24

contributed to insecurity in the country, the United 25
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States should support all efforts to fight corruption 1

in all levels of government in Afghanistan and assist 2

in promoting an efficient and effective Government 3

of Afghanistan.’’. 4

SEC. 102. PURPOSES OF ASSISTANCE. 5

Section 102 of the Afghanistan Freedom Support Act 6

of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 7512) is amended— 7

(1) in paragraph (2), by striking ‘‘the humani-8

tarian crisis’’ and inserting ‘‘the continuing humani-9

tarian needs’’; 10

(2) in paragraph (3)— 11

(A) by striking ‘‘heroin, and to’’ and in-12

serting ‘‘heroin, to’’; and 13

(B) by adding at the end before the semi-14

colon the following: ‘‘, and to establish a pilot 15

program to test the effectiveness of a crop sub-16

stitution combined with an appropriate offset 17

policy and to provide practical information on 18

the measures needed to implement such a policy 19

with the potential of scaling up the pilot pro-20

gram for large-scale deployment’’; and 21

(3) in paragraph (7), by inserting ‘‘, the energy 22

sector’’ after ‘‘the agriculture sector’’. 23
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SEC. 103. AUTHORIZATION OF ASSISTANCE. 1

(a) CONTINUING HUMANITARIAN NEEDS.—Sub-2

section (a)(1) of section 103 of the Afghanistan Freedom 3

Support Act of 2002 (22 U.S.C. 7513) is amended— 4

(1) in the heading, by striking ‘‘URGENT’’ and 5

inserting ‘‘CONTINUING’’; and 6

(2) in the matter preceding subparagraph (A), 7

by striking ‘‘urgent’’ and inserting ‘‘continuing’’. 8

(b) COUNTER-NARCOTICS EFFORTS.—Subsection 9

(a)(3) of such section is amended— 10

(1) in the matter preceding clause (i) of sub-11

paragraph (A)— 12

(A) by striking ‘‘To assist in’’ and insert-13

ing ‘‘To assist in the apprehension of individ-14

uals who organize, facilitate, and profit from 15

the drug trade,’’; and 16

(B) by inserting ‘‘, including the destruc-17

tion of drug laboratories’’ after ‘‘heroin produc-18

tion’’; 19

(2) by redesignating subparagraph (B) as sub-20

paragraph (C); 21

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (A) the fol-22

lowing new subparagraph: 23

‘‘(B) To establish a pilot program to test the 24

effectiveness of a crop substitution combined with an 25

appropriate offset to encourage legitimate alter-26
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natives to poppy production for Afghan poppy farm-1

ers within an area in which poppy production is 2

prevalent, such as in the Helmand or Nangarhar 3

provinces, by providing— 4

‘‘(i) seeds for alternative crops for which 5

there is internal market demand and in an 6

areas in which there is adequate infrastructure 7

for access to market; 8

‘‘(ii) technical assistance to such Afghan 9

poppy farmers on how to best plant, grow, and 10

harvest the alternative crops utilized; and 11

‘‘(iii) an appropriate offset that would sig-12

nificantly address the difference in income that 13

such Afghan poppy farmers would otherwise 14

earn had they continued to grow and sell 15

poppy.’’; 16

(4) in subparagraph (C) (as redesignated)— 17

(A) by striking ‘‘(C)’’ and inserting 18

‘‘(C)(i)’’; 19

(B) by striking ‘‘2003 through 2006’’ and 20

inserting ‘‘2008 through 2010’’; 21

(C) by striking the last sentence; and 22

(D) by adding at the end the following new 23

clauses: 24
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‘‘(ii) For each of the fiscal years 2008 through 1

2010, $10,000,000 is authorized to be appropriated 2

to the President to carry out activities described in 3

subparagraph (B). 4

‘‘(iii) Amounts made available under clauses (i) 5

and (ii) are in addition to amounts otherwise avail-6

able for such purposes.’’; and 7

(5) by adding at the end the following new sub-8

paragraph: 9

‘‘(D) Not later than 180 days after the date of 10

the enactment of the Afghanistan Freedom and Se-11

curity Support Act of 2007, and every 180 days 12

thereafter through the end of fiscal year 2010, the 13

President shall transmit to the appropriate congres-14

sional committees a report on the status of the im-15

plementation of the activities described in subpara-16

graph (B). The report required by this subparagraph 17

may be included in the report required by section 18

304 of this Act.’’. 19

(c) REESTABLISHMENT OF FOOD SECURITY, REHA-20

BILITATION OF THE AGRICULTURE SECTOR, IMPROVE-21

MENT IN HEALTH CONDITIONS, AND THE RECONSTRUC-22

TION OF BASIC INFRASTRUCTURE.—Subsection (a)(4) of 23

such section is amended— 24
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(1) by striking subparagraph (B) and inserting 1

the following new subparagraph: 2

‘‘(B) increased access to credit, savings, 3

and other financial services and to farm man-4

agement and business advisory services;’’; 5

(2) by redesignating subparagraphs (K), (L), 6

and (M) as subparagraphs (M), (N), and (O), re-7

spectively; 8

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (J) the fol-9

lowing new subparagraphs: 10

‘‘(K) programs to train medical personnel, 11

including doctors, nurses, physicians’ assistants, 12

and midwives; 13

‘‘(L) programs to provide equipment to 14

primary and secondary clinics and hospitals;’’; 15

(4) in subparagraph (N) (as redesignated), by 16

striking ‘‘and’’ at the end; 17

(5) in subparagraph (O) (as redesignated), by 18

striking the period at the end and inserting ‘‘; and’’; 19

and 20

(6) by adding at the end the following new sub-21

paragraph: 22

‘‘(P) rebuilding and constructing rural and 23

urban roads and highways, including secondary 24

and tertiary road systems.’’. 25
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(d) EDUCATION, THE RULE OF LAW, ANTI-CORRUP-1

TION, AND RELATED ISSUES.—Subsection (a)(5) of such 2

section is amended— 3

(1) in the heading, by inserting ‘‘, ANTI-COR-4

RUPTION’’ after ‘‘THE RULE OF LAW’’; 5

(2) in subparagraph (B)— 6

(A) by striking clause (v); 7

(B) by redesignating clauses (vi) through 8

(viii) as clauses (v) through (vii), respectively; 9

(C) in clause (vi) (as redesignated), by 10

striking ‘‘and’’ at the end; 11

(D) in clause (vii) (as redesignated), by 12

striking the period at the end and inserting a 13

semicolon; and 14

(E) by adding at the end the following new 15

clauses: 16

‘‘(viii) support for the implementation 17

of the Afghan Action Plan on Transitional 18

Justice, including examination of abuses 19

by all parties as specified by the document 20

with a view to establishing truth, reconcili-21

ation, and justice; and 22

‘‘(ix) support for land titling pro-23

grams and reconciliation of land rights.’’; 24
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(3) by redesignating subparagraphs (C) and 1

(D) as subparagraphs (D) and (E), respectively; and 2

(4) by inserting after subparagraph (B) the fol-3

lowing new subparagraph: 4

‘‘(C) ANTI-CORRUPTION ASSISTANCE.—To 5

combat corruption, improve transparency and 6

accountability, increase the participatory nature 7

of governmental institutions, and promote other 8

forms of good governance and management in 9

all levels of government in Afghanistan, includ-10

ing assistance such as— 11

‘‘(i) providing technical assistance to 12

the Government of Afghanistan to assist in 13

the efforts to ratify the United Nations 14

Convention against Corruption and assist-15

ance in creating implementation legislation 16

and a monitoring mechanism to oversee 17

implementation of the United Nations Con-18

vention against Corruption; 19

‘‘(ii) supporting the establishment of 20

audit offices, inspectors general offices, 21

third party monitoring of government pro-22

curement processes, and anti-corruption 23

agencies; 24
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‘‘(iii) promoting legal and judicial re-1

forms that criminalize corruption and law 2

enforcement reforms and development that 3

encourage prosecutions of corruption; 4

‘‘(iv) providing technical assistance to 5

develop a legal framework for commercial 6

transactions that fosters business practices 7

that promote transparent, ethical, and 8

competitive behavior in the economic sec-9

tor, such as commercial codes that incor-10

porate international standards and protec-11

tion of core labor standards; 12

‘‘(v) providing training and technical 13

assistance relating to drafting of anti-cor-14

ruption, privatization, and competitive 15

statutory and administrative codes, and 16

providing technical assistance to Afghan 17

governmental ministries implementing 18

anti-corruption laws and regulations; 19

‘‘(vi) promoting the development of 20

regulations relating to financial disclosure 21

for public officials, political parties, and 22

candidates for public offices; 23
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‘‘(vii) supporting transparent budg-1

eting processes and financial management 2

systems; 3

‘‘(viii) promoting civil society’s role in 4

combating corruption; and 5

‘‘(ix) promoting the empowerment of 6

citizens at the local level in the decision- 7

making process, including reconstruction 8

and economic development decisions.’’. 9

(e) ASSISTANCE TO WOMEN AND GIRLS.—Subsection 10

(a)(7) of such section is amended— 11

(1) in subparagraph (A), by striking clauses (i) 12

through (xii) and inserting the following new 13

clauses: 14

‘‘(i) to provide equipment, medical 15

supplies, and other assistance to health 16

care facilities for the purpose of helping 17

women deliver healthier babies and reduc-18

ing maternal and infant mortality and 19

morbidity; 20

‘‘(ii) to expand immunization pro-21

grams for women and children; 22

‘‘(iii) to establish and expand pro-23

grams to provide services to women and 24

girls suffering from mental illness prob-25
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lems, such as depression, anxiety, and 1

posttraumatic stress disorder; 2

‘‘(iv) to protect and provide services to 3

vulnerable populations, including widows, 4

orphans, and women head of households; 5

‘‘(v) to develop and implement pro-6

grams to protect women and girls against 7

sexual and physical abuse, abduction, traf-8

ficking, exploitation, and sex discrimina-9

tion, including emergency shelters for 10

women and girls who face danger from vio-11

lence; 12

‘‘(vi) to establish primary and sec-13

ondary schools for girls that include math-14

ematics, science, and languages in their 15

primary curriculum; 16

‘‘(vii) to expand technical and voca-17

tional training programs to enable women 18

to support themselves and their families; 19

‘‘(viii) to maintain and expand adult 20

literacy programs, including economic lit-21

eracy programs that promote the well- 22

being of women and their families; 23

‘‘(ix) to provide special educational 24

opportunities for girls whose schooling was 25
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ended by the Taliban and who now face 1

obstacles to participating in the normal 2

education system, such as girls who are 3

now married and girls who are older than 4

the normal age for their classes; 5

‘‘(x) to disseminate information 6

throughout Afghanistan on international 7

standards for human rights, particularly as 8

pertaining to women; 9

‘‘(xi) to provide information and as-10

sistance to enable women to exercise prop-11

erty, inheritance, and voting rights, and to 12

ensure equal access to the judicial system; 13

‘‘(xii) to support the work of women- 14

led and local nongovernmental organiza-15

tions with demonstrated experience in de-16

livering services to women and children in 17

Afghanistan; 18

‘‘(xiii) to monitor and investigate vio-19

lations against women and to provide legal 20

assistance to women who have suffered vio-21

lations of their rights; 22

‘‘(xiv) to increase political and civic 23

participation of women in all levels of soci-24

ety, including the criminal justice system; 25
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‘‘(xv) to provide information and 1

training related to human rights, particu-2

larly as pertaining to women, to military, 3

police, and legal personnel; and 4

‘‘(xvi) to provide assistance to the 5

Ministry of Women’s Affairs and the Af-6

ghan Independent Human Rights Commis-7

sion for programs to advance the status of 8

women.’’; and 9

(2) in subparagraph (B), to read as follows: 10

‘‘(B) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.—For each 11

of the fiscal years 2008 through 2010— 12

‘‘(i) $5,000,000 is authorized to be 13

appropriated to the President to be made 14

available to the Afghan Ministry of Wom-15

en’s Affairs for the administration and 16

conduct of its programs; 17

‘‘(ii) $10,000,000 is authorized to be 18

appropriated to the President to be made 19

available to the Afghan Independent 20

Human Rights Commission for the admin-21

istration and conduct of its programs; and 22

‘‘(iii) $30,000,000 is authorized to be 23

appropriated to the President for grants to 24

Afghan-led nongovernmental organizations, 25
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including Afghan women-led nongovern-1

mental organizations, to support activities 2

including the construction, establishment, 3

and operation of schools for married girls 4

and girls’ orphanages, vocational training 5

for women and girls, primary health care 6

clinics for women and children, programs 7

to strengthen Afghan women-led organiza-8

tions and women’s leadership, and to pro-9

vide monthly financial assistance to wid-10

ows, orphans, and women head of house-11

holds.’’. 12

(f) ASSISTANCE FOR ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AND 13

SHORT-TERM ENERGY SUPPLY.— 14

(1) AMENDMENT.—Subsection (a) of such sec-15

tion is amended by adding at the end the following 16

new paragraphs: 17

‘‘(8) ASSISTANCE FOR ENERGY DEVELOP-18

MENT.—To support the development of local energy 19

sources, new power generation, and energy transpor-20

tation, including further development of existing 21

hydrological power sources, studies of the utility of 22

geothermal energy, expansion of local natural gas 23

fields for internal consumption and export, and 24
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transport of natural gas or other appropriate energy 1

sources to Afghanistan’s neighboring countries. 2

‘‘(9) ASSISTANCE FOR SHORT-TERM ENERGY 3

SUPPLY.— 4

‘‘(A) ASSISTANCE OBJECTIVES.—To pro-5

vide assistance for the supply of short-term en-6

ergy resources such as diesel to secure the de-7

livery of electricity to major Afghan cities. 8

‘‘(B) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.—For each 9

of the fiscal years 2008 through 2010, 10

$75,000,000 is authorized to be appropriated to 11

the President to carry out this paragraph. 12

‘‘(C) RELATION TO OTHER AVAILABLE 13

FUNDS.—Amounts made available under sub-14

paragraph (B) are in addition to amounts oth-15

erwise available for such purposes.’’. 16

(2) SENSE OF CONGRESS ON OPIC ACTIVI-17

TIES.—It is the sense of Congress that the Overseas 18

Private Investment Corporation should, in accord-19

ance with its mandate to foster private investment 20

and enhance the ability of private enterprise to make 21

its full contribution to international development, ex-22

ercise its authorities under title IV of chapter 2 of 23

part I of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961 (22 24

U.S.C. 2191 et seq.) to further increase efforts to 25
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promote and support United States-sponsored pri-1

vate investment in the energy sector in Afghanistan, 2

including— 3

(A) issuing loans, guaranties, and insur-4

ance, to support energy infrastructure recon-5

struction and development; and 6

(B) undertaking a special initiative that in-7

cludes— 8

(i) sending a needs assessment team 9

to Afghanistan to determine ways in which 10

the Corporation can best support the es-11

sential investment required to restore the 12

energy infrastructure in Afghanistan; 13

(ii) engaging in an exhaustive out-14

reach program to involve United States 15

business in energy development in Afghani-16

stan and exploring potential new public- 17

private partnerships, supported by the Cor-18

poration, which will assist Afghanistan in 19

developing its energy sector; and 20

(iii) consulting and coordinating with 21

the Government of Afghanistan and re-22

gional governments and international fi-23

nancial institutions to promote private in-24

vestment in the energy sector. 25
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(g) ASSISTANCE FOR CAPACITY-BUILDING.—Sub-1

section (a) of such section, as amended by subsection 2

(f)(1) of this section, is further amended by adding at the 3

end the following new paragraph: 4

‘‘(10) ASSISTANCE FOR CAPACITY-BUILDING.— 5

To increase the capacity and improve the sustain-6

ability of national, provincial, and local governmental 7

institutions, including assistance such as— 8

‘‘(A) providing technical assistance to all 9

ministries through funding to the Afghanistan 10

Reconstruction Trust Fund to improve trans-11

parency and ability to respond to the needs of 12

the Afghan people; 13

‘‘(B) promoting the implementation of fis-14

cal and personnel management, including rev-15

enue tracking and expenditure systems; 16

‘‘(C) assisting in developing ministry-wide 17

recruitment systems; 18

‘‘(D) creating or improving databases and 19

other human resource information systems; 20

‘‘(E) supporting the expansion of the Af-21

ghan National Solidarity Project and other pro-22

vincial and local-led development projects; 23

‘‘(F) providing training and technical as-24

sistance to the Ministry of Finance to better ac-25
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count for funding to the Afghanistan Recon-1

struction Trust Fund and other funds imple-2

mented by the Government of Afghanistan; 3

‘‘(G) supporting the Afghanistan Inde-4

pendent Administrative Reform and Civil Serv-5

ice Commission; 6

‘‘(H) providing financial and technical as-7

sistance to support the Transition Support 8

Strategy for Afghanistan, including the Public 9

Administration Reform project; and 10

‘‘(I) providing technical assistance to train 11

provincial and local governmental personnel, es-12

pecially as it relates to— 13

‘‘(i) healthcare; 14

‘‘(ii) political participation; 15

‘‘(iii) human rights, particularly as 16

pertaining to women; and 17

‘‘(iv) education, particularly to en-18

courage girls to complete secondary edu-19

cation so they are prepared and able to at-20

tend post-secondary schools.’’.

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‘‘(I) a reformed Ministry of Inte-1

rior, a fully-established Ministry of 2

Defense, and logistics, intelligence, 3

medical, and recruiting units (ANSF- 4

sustaining institutions); 5

‘‘(II) fully-trained, equipped, and 6

capable ANSF in sufficient numbers; 7

‘‘(III) strong ANSF-readiness as-8

sessment tools and metrics; 9

‘‘(IV) a strong core of senior-level 10

ANSF officers; 11

‘‘(V) strong ANSF command, 12

control, and communication between 13

central ANSF headquarters and re-14

gions, provinces, and districts; 15

‘‘(VI) a robust mentoring and ad-16

vising program for the ANSF; 17

‘‘(VII) a strong professional mili-18

tary training and education program 19

for all junior, mid-level, and senior 20

ANSF personnel; 21

‘‘(VIII) effective merit-based sal-22

ary, rank, promotion, and incentive 23

structures for the ANSF; 24
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‘‘(IX) an established code of pro-1

fessional standards for the ANSF; 2

‘‘(X) a mechanism for incor-3

porating lessons learned and best 4

practices into ANSF operations; 5

‘‘(XI) An ANSF personnel ac-6

countability system with effective in-7

ternal discipline procedures and mech-8

anisms; 9

‘‘(XII) a system for addressing 10

ANSF personnel complaints; and 11

‘‘(XIII) a strong record-keeping 12

and accountability system to track 13

ANSF equipment and personnel 14

issues, and other ANSF oversight 15

mechanisms; and 16

‘‘(iii) provide for coordination between 17

all relevant departments and agencies of 18

the United States Government, as well as 19

ISAF countries and other international 20

partners, including on— 21

‘‘(I) funding; 22

‘‘(II) reform and establishment of 23

ANSF-sustaining institutions; and 24
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‘‘(III) efforts to ensure that 1

progress on sustaining the ANSF is 2

reinforced with progress in other pil-3

lars of the Afghan security sector, 4

particularly progress on building an 5

effective judiciary, curbing production 6

and trafficking of illicit narcotics, and 7

demobilizing, disarming, and reinte-8

grating militia fighters. 9

‘‘(3) REPORT.— 10

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than De-11

cember 1, 2007, the President shall transmit to 12

the appropriate congressional committees an 13

update of the report required by subsection (c) 14

for 2007 that contains the comprehensive inter-15

agency strategy required by paragraph (1). 16

‘‘(B) FORM.—The report required by sub-17

paragraph (A) shall be transmitted in unclassi-18

fied form, but may include a classified annex, if 19

necessary.’’. 20

(b) MONITORING.—Subsection (c) of such section (as 21

redesignated) is amended to read as follows: 22

‘‘(c) UPDATES OF STRATEGY.— 23

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days 24

after the submission of the strategy required by sub-25
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section (b)(3), and every 90 days thereafter through 1

September 30, 2010, the President shall submit to 2

the appropriate congressional committees an update 3

of the strategy required by subsection (a) and the 4

strategy required by subsection (b), as necessary. 5

‘‘(2) DEFINITION.—In this subsection, the term 6

‘appropriate congressional committees’ includes the 7

Committee on Armed Services of the House of Rep-8

resentatives and the Committee on Armed Services 9

of the Senate.’’.

(c) CONCURRENT SUBMISSION OF REPORT.—Such 11

section is further amended by adding at the end the fol-12

lowing new subsection: 13

‘‘(d) CONCURRENT SUBMISSION OF REPORT.—The 14

strategy required by subsection (b) and any updates of 15

the strategy provided pursuant to subsection (c) shall be 16

submitted concurrently with the report and updates re-17

quired by section 304 of this Act (relating to progress to-18

ward security and stability in Afghanistan).’’. 19

SEC. 304. SPECIAL ENVOY FOR AFGHANISTAN-PAKISTAN 20

COOPERATION. 21

(a) STATEMENT OF POLICY.—Congress declares that 22

it is strongly in the national interest of the United States 23

that Afghanistan and Pakistan work together to address 24

common challenges hampering the stability, security, and 25
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development of their region and to enhance their coopera-1

tion. 2

(b) ESTABLISHMENT.—The President is authorized 3

to appoint a special envoy to promote closer cooperation 4

between Afghanistan and Pakistan. 5

(c) APPOINTMENT.—The special envoy— 6

(1) shall be appointed with the advice and con-7

sent of the Senate and shall have the rank of Am-8

bassador-at-Large; and 9

(2) may be appointed from among individuals 10

who are officials of the Department of State. 11

(d) DUTIES.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—The primary responsibility 13

of the special envoy shall be to coordinate United 14

States policy on issues relating to bilateral relations 15

between Afghanistan and Pakistan. 16

(2) ADVISORY ROLE.—The special envoy shall 17

advise the President and the Secretary of State, as 18

appropriate, and, in coordination with the Assistant 19

Secretary of State for South and Central Affairs, 20

shall make recommendations regarding effective 21

strategies and tactics to achieve United States policy 22

objectives to— 23

(A) stem cross-border terror activities; 24
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(B) provide assistance to Afghan refugees 1

to ensure orderly and voluntary repatriation 2

from Pakistan; 3

(C) bolster people-to-people ties and eco-4

nomic cooperation between Afghanistan and 5

Pakistan, including bilateral trade relations; 6

and 7

(D) offer comprehensive efforts to support 8

effective counter-narcotics strategies in Afghan-9

istan and Pakistan. 10

SEC. 305. TRANSIT THROUGH PAKISTAN OF SHIPMENTS BY 11

INDIA IN SUPPORT OF RECONSTRUCTION EF-12

FORTS IN AFGHANISTAN. 13

(a) STATEMENT OF POLICY.—It shall be the policy 14

of the United States to use all appropriate means to en-15

courage Pakistan to permit shipments by India of equip-16

ment and material to Afghanistan in support of Indian 17

reconstruction and development projects in Afghanistan to 18

be transported across the territory of Pakistan and to re-19

move any obstacles to such transportation. 20

(b) REPORT.— 21

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after 22

the date of the enactment of this Act, and annually 23

thereafter until January 1, 2010, the President shall 24

transmit to the appropriate congressional commit-25
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tees a report on actions by Pakistan to permit or im-1

pede transit of shipments described in subsection 2

(a). The report required by this subsection may be 3

included in the report required by section 304 of the 4

Afghanistan Freedom Support Act of 2002 (as 5

amended by section 302 of this Act). 6

(2) SUNSET.—The requirement to transmit the 7

report under paragraph (1) shall cease to apply if 8

the President determines and transmits to the ap-9

propriate congressional committees a determination 10

that India no longer needs to make shipments to Af-11

ghanistan for the purposes described in subsection 12

(a). 13

SEC. 306. REAUTHORIZATION OF RADIO FREE AFGHANI-14

STAN. 15

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 16

(1) Since January 30, 2002, RFE/RL, Incor-17

porated (formerly known as Radio Free Europe/ 18

Radio Liberty) has provided 12 hours of daily surro-19

gate broadcasting services through Radio Free Af-20

ghanistan in Dari and Pashto languages to the peo-21

ple of Afghanistan. 22

(2) Radio Free Afghanistan is the leading 23

broadcaster in Afghanistan with an audience of 24

nearly 60 percent of the adult population. 25
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(3) It is in the national interest to continue 1

Radio Free Afghanistan’s surrogate broadcasts to 2

Afghanistan in order to provide accurate news and 3

information, help give voice to ordinary Afghans, 4

and provide programs on the fundamentals of de-5

mocracy. 6

(b) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—For each 7

of the fiscal years 2008 through 2010, such sums as may 8

be necessary are authorized to be appropriated to the 9

Broadcasting Board of Governors for grants to support 10

12 hours of daily surrogate broadcasting services through 11

Radio Free Afghanistan in Dari and Pashto languages to 12

the people of Afghanistan. 13

SEC. 307. ELIGIBILITY IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES FOR 14

AGENCIES OF THE GOVERNMENTS OF AF-15

GHANISTAN AND PAKISTAN TO RECEIVE A 16

REWARD UNDER THE DEPARTMENT OF 17

STATE REWARDS PROGRAM. 18

(a) ELIGIBILITY.—Subsection (f) of section 36 of the 19

State Department Basic Authorities Act of 1956 (22 20

U.S.C. 2708(f)) is amended— 21

(1) by striking ‘‘(f) INELIGIBILITY.—An offi-22

cer’’ and inserting the following: 23

‘‘(f) INELIGIBILITY.— 24

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—An officer’’; 25
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(2) in paragraph (1), as so designated by para-1

graph (1) of this subsection, by inserting ‘‘, except 2

as provided in paragraph (2),’’ before ‘‘of a foreign 3

government’’; and 4

(3) by adding at the end the following new 5

paragraph: 6

‘‘(2) EXCEPTION IN CERTAIN CIR-7

CUMSTANCES.—The Secretary may pay a reward to 8

an officer or employee of the government of Afghani-9

stan or Pakistan (or any entity thereof) who, while 10

in the performance of his or her official duties, fur-11

nishes information described in such subsection, if 12

the Secretary determines that such payment satisfies 13

the following conditions: 14

‘‘(A) Such payment is appropriate in light 15

of the exceptional or high-profile nature of the 16

information furnished pursuant to such sub-17

section and such information relates in any way 18

to the commission of an act in Afghanistan. 19

‘‘(B) Such payment may aid in furnishing 20

further information described in such sub-21

section. 22

‘‘(C) Such payment is formally requested 23

by such agency.’’. 24

(b) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Subsection (b) of 1

such section (22 U.S.C. 2708(b)) is amended in the mat-2

ter preceding paragraph (1) by inserting ‘‘or to any officer 3

or employee of a foreign government in accordance with 4

subsection (f)(2)’’ after ‘‘individual’’. 5

SEC. 308. UNITED STATES POLICY TOWARD IRAN. 6

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-7

ings: 8

(1) It is of grave concern that General Peter 9

Pace, the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 10

stated in late April 2007 that United States and Co-11

alition forces ‘‘have intercepted weapons in Afghani-12

stan headed for the Taliban that were made in 13

Iran’’. 14

(2) Iran’s provision of weaponry and techno-15

logical expertise to terrorist and criminal elements 16

operating in Afghanistan have reportedly included— 17

(A) 107 mm mortars, rocket-propelled gre-18

nades, C–4 explosives, and small arms; 19

(B) surface-to-air missiles reportedly sup-20

plied by the Iranian Revolutionary Guard; 21

(C) explosively-formed projectiles, one of 22

which was recently discovered in Kabul; and 23

(D) Iranian 240 mm rockets, with a range 24

of up to 30 miles, which have been used re-25
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cently by Shiite extremists against United 1

States and British targets in Basra and Bagh-2

dad. 3

(3) An increase in both the quantity and quality 4

of Iranian arms shipments and technological exper-5

tise to the Taliban, other terrorist organizations, 6

and criminal elements has the potential to signifi-7

cantly change the battlefield in Afghanistan, and 8

lead to a large increase in United States, Inter-9

national Security Assistance Force, Coalition, and 10

Afghan casualties. 11

(b) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this Act 12

or any amendment made by this Act shall be construed 13

to limit the ability of the United States to respond to Ira-14

nian-supported or facilitated attacks against United 15

States Armed Forces or interests in Afghanistan. 16
